Schreiber Stakes.— For two-year-old colts 
and geldings. Eutrance, $10; $25 additional to 
start. Guaranteed value, $1000, of which $2 X) to 
the second and $100 to the third horse. A win- 
ner of throe or more races of any value to carry 
5 lbs. penalty. Maidens beaten three or more 
times allowed 5 lbs.; if unplaced 8 ibs. Five 
furlongs, 

Balboa Boulevard Stakes.— A haudicap 
for three-year-olds. Entrance $10: $25 additional 
to start. Guaranteed yalue, $1000. of which

Four or more horses, th9 property 
of entirely different interests, to start, or the 
race may be declared off, Acceptance to be 
made through the entry box at the usual hour 
of closing, the day preceding the race. Winners 
of any steeplechase or hurdle race after publica- 
tion of weights to carry 8 lbs. extra. Full 
Course. 
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
